FARM INCOME SHRINKS 


Bracken on International Trade— 
World Fixed Price and Quotas 
Urged by Wesson

WINNIPEG, Dec. 13th.—Called at 
the suggestion of Premier Bracken of 
Manitoba to consider the problems 
of Western agriculture, particularly 
in the marketing field, the Western 
Agricultural Conference got under 
weigh yesterday. with some 300 dele- 
gates in attendance from farm organ- 
izations and commercial companies 
and boaras of trade and governments 
and cthers interested in these urgent 
problems. This is the first conference 
of its kind ever held. It is called upon 
to face issues vital to the survival 
of agriculture as an industry on the 


- prairies. 


Essentials of Situation 


Essentials of the situation, as de- 
fined by Premier Bracken in_his 
opening address, are that the prairies 
have to find foreign markets for two- 
thirds of their wheat or 250,000,000 
bushels a year, if they are to meet 
their obligations. Their whole pro- 
duction system, he declared, is geared 
to that scale 

‘“The only sound remedy for the lack 
of world markets facing Western 
Canada,” said he, ‘‘is the restoration 
of international trade by removing 
trade barriers and making, it possible 
for nations which are willing to buy 
our wheat to pay for it with their 
own products. 

“Tt seems to us that the Canadian 
nation should seek that remedy more 
aggressively than it has ever done

farming gone or rapidly disappearing; snappy reporters — most sedate 
figures who have graduated into the upper levels of journalism; worried 
looking politicians with rapidly approaching elections, amidst. this 


swirling and agitated throng. 


Dirt Farmer’s Unpaid Service 
_ Here and there you will find a face furrowed and brown with 20 
or 30 or more years of prairie sun and wind, seamed with worry over 
a contribution to society that society has not paid for. That’s the dirt 


All honor to Bracken for taking 
this one step among thousands 
and thousands of other steps that 
will have to be taken to impress 
upon the Government and the 
people ‘of all Canada the tragedy 
of ruin that is facing the Western 
Canadian wheat grower. 


There we have a fairly representa- 
tive cross-section of Canadian life 
under a privately owned economy 
representative of every walk and 
position in life, working together with 
a splendid degree of tolerance in the 
face of a common problem, nay more 
than a problem—the very existence 
of the Western farmer. 

Will it do any good? I honestly 
think it will, providing the facts which 
most of us knew so well by hard

High Light of Conference 


In my judgment the high light 
of the whole conference, the most im- 
portant fact revealed, was contained 
in the figures given by R. M. Evans, 
head of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, Washington, D.C., 
showing that to an extent unprecedent- 
ed in history the U.S. Government 
had put the financial resources of the 
nation behind their farmers to the 
tune of a total payment of 27c a 
bushel to the wheat farmers who had 
co-operated with the A.A.A.  That’s 
the kind of information that I think 
Premier Bracken wants to get out, and 
strangely enough that’s the informa- 
tion that the two Winnipeg papers 
ignored this afternoon, 

Three hundred of us were guests 
of the Manitoba Government at a 
dinner in the Fort Garry presided 
over by the Premier. e are now 
through talking about wheat. Ma 
want to pass resolutions today (Wed- 
nesday) and next day there will still 
be economists and eggs, politicians 
and poultry, farmers and fish, brewers 
and barley, professors and prices, 
co-operators and cheese, and here

IS PUBLIC CLAMOR 
CAUSING CHANGE, 
BRITISH POLICY? 


Eden Believed Now Unwilling to 
Join Tory Revolt— Speech 
Signiticant 


CABINET CHANGES 


Chamberlain Supporters Now Say- 
ing Revolt Against Chamber- 
lain’s Advisers Rather 
Than Himself 


LONDON, Dec. 14th.—That in the 
event of the ‘“‘Munich’’ policy of re- 
treat becoming politically impossible, 
owing to rising popular clamor against 
it, Prime Minister Chamberlain may 
seek to save the situation by sacrific- 
ing one or two of the members of his 
“inner cabinet” associated with that 
policy,,andinvite Anthony. Eden to 
return to the Ministry, is regarded 


as a not impossible development of 
the future. 


Wedge Between Eden and Rebels 


_Eden’s speech in New York is con- 
sidered to be symptomatic. It is re- 
garded as not unfriendly to Chamber- 
lain. The possibility that the former 
Foreign Secretary might join with 
other Conservative rebels against the 
foreign policy of ‘Munich’. seems 
to be receding. The policy of “‘appease- 
ment” has obviously failed; and the 
apparent hardening of Chamberlain’s 
attitude since the Italian threats to 
France, may actually mean a shift 
away from ‘it which would open the 
way to Eden’s return in some capacity. 

It will be remembered that during 
the Ethiopian controversy, Baldwin 
sacrificed Sir Samuel Hoare (who had 
been catrying out Baldwin’s policy) 
in order to save the Government. 
Among Chamberlain’s supporters to- 
day the story is going round that the 
“revolt is not so much against Cham- 
berlain himself as against the inner 
cabinet.” This may be significant, 


but the Prime Minister is keeping 
his Own counsel. -.

As one poet to another, I take off 
y_hat to-Isa Grindlay Jackson, a 
regular contributor to the pages of 
The Western Farm Leader. «Nothing 
more delightful in the way of Canadian 
humorous verse has come my way 
in many years than “Ballades and 
Bits,’’ a volume of poems from the 
pen of this talented lady. 

On previous occasions I have called 
attention to the high quality of Mrs. 
Jackson’s work; but this new book 
will always stand, not only as a 
monument to her own literary ability, 
but as a credit to the Province of 
Alberta which has produced so talented 
a writer. 

This beautiful volume far exceeds 
in value anything of its kind ever 
to emanate from a_ writer: of this 
Province.

Whiff of Pure Air 


“They are like a whiff of pure cool 
country air, after a session in a cab- 
aret.

The author’s attitude is 
rare in these days when women are 
prone to self-analysis and‘a tendency 
to unwise frustrations. I 
she is a good example of excellent 

ractice in mental hygiene although 

feel convinced that she did not arrive 
at her state of mind through a course 
in psychology. Her verses are better 
than a tonic. Let’s have more of them.”

They are such satisfy- 
ing verses (all about the simple things 
of life) that, as well as being humorous 
they teem with sympathy and rare 
understanding and are filled with 
the heart throbs of the Western 
people.

Importing and 
Exporting Countries Is Vital 
to Success

Strategic and Tactical Factors 
Point to Likelihood of General 
Election Next Summer 


(Special to The Western Farm Leader)

OTTAWA, Dec. 14th.—The mag- 
nitude of the world wheat problems 
gives a sense of frustration. No one 
country and one government can 
solve. them and only through the 
co-operation of exporting and import- 
ing countries is there any hope of 
accomplishing anything of a practical 
value. It is therefore with hope but 
without unqualified optimism that 
the word has been received that 
following the Winnipeg meeting, there 
will be an international wheat parley 
in London. he conference in 1933 
was not wholly successful. There was 
a lack of unanimity in outlook or 
action, and importing and exporting 
countries did not conscientiously carry 
out the conference’s resolutions. At 
the present time the four main export- 
ing nations—Canada, United States, 
Australia and Argentina — have 
adopted government-sponsored plans 
to ensure more adequate return for 
wheat producers than could be ob- 
tained by unregulated and unaided 
sale'on world markets. Export bon- 
uses, import restrictions, acreage re- 
duction and kindred questions, will 
all come in for exhaustive discussion, 
but what concrete steps can be taken 
through united action to regulate the 
ebb and flow of the tide of world trade 
in wheat remain to be seen. 


Complicating Factors 

The varied national interests of the 
21 exporting and importing countries 
who will be represented, and the 
uncertainty of growing conditions in 


_.each succeeding season are compli- 


cating factors in the intricate problem 
and make the success of the negotia- 
tions doubtful. -It is -difficult to see 
how even the two exporting countries 
of North America, Canada and the 
United States, can have exactly similar 
views of the wheat marketing prob- 
lems, because wheat export in the 
United States is intermittent while 
with Canada it is an integral and 


extremely important part of the coun- , 


try’s economic fabric. The removal 
of the danger of dumping with its 
resultant demoralization of prices and 
the prevention of accumulation of 
huge surpluses are, however, in the 
common interest of all countries to 
represented at the conference, 
and it is to be hoped some practical 
steps to effect these ends -will be 


taken. 
Likely Final Session 


While there is some difference of 
opinion on the point, the belief is 
pretty-generally entertained here that 
the coming session will be the final 
meeting of this Parliament and that 
autumn of 1939 will see a Federal 
general election. 

The reasons for the acceptance of 
this ‘View are in the main these: 
the statutory limit of parliamentary 
tenure of power is five years. That 
means that an election would have 
to be called by the autumn of 1940 
at the latest. There is, however, the 
Liberal tradition that it is. unwise to 
go beyond the four-year span before 
appealing to the electorate. 

Tactical Considerations 

Another reason for an early appeal 
is quite probably the idea that the 
National Conservative party under its 
new leader, Dr. R. J. Manion, should 
not be given too much time to perfect 
its organization throughout the coun-

Garland Cites By-election Figures 
—Conditions in British 
Columbia Described 


“It is significant that in every 
election and by-election ,in Canada 
this year in which the: C.C.F. par- 
ticipated, the number of our sup- 
a has ane increased,”’ stated 

. J. Garland, C.C.F. National Organ- 
izer, in an interview with The Western 
Farm Leader on his return to Calgary 
recently from an _ organizing tour. 
He cited the following figures from 
recent Federal by-elections: 

London: C.C.F, vote, 1935—3,041; 
1938—8,209. Dr. Manion, who was 
elected, had an increased vote of 443. 

Waterloo South: C.C.F. vote, 1935— 
2,426; 1938—3,582. Conservative 
vote also increased, by 1,097; Liberal 
vote declined by 2,853. 

Brandon: C.C.F. vote in 1938— 
3,396, about 300 more than in 1935; 


‘rural C.C.F. vote showed 1,000 votes 


increase. Conservative vote fell by 
979; Liberal vote increased at Con- 
servative expense. 

“‘Definite indications “all. over the 
country are that the farmers are 
recognizing the C.C.F. as their political 
voice,” said Mr. Garland. 


In British Columbia 


Speaking of British Columbia, Mr. 
Garland remarked: ‘“‘On a recent visit 
to Vancouver Dr. Manion, at a mass 
Conservative rally, had. bitterly criti- 
cised the C.C.F. Movement, referring 
to it as an ‘unnecessary third party. 
He evidently forgot the lesson of recent 
political. events throughout the world, 
where the third parties of yesterday 
have. become the governments of 
today—as for instance, in New Zealand 
and Sweden. 

“The C.C.F. in B.C. decided to make 
the most effettive answer to Dr. 
Manion’s uncalled for and _ insolent 
attack. A mass meeting was advertised 
to take place one week later in the 
auditorium in which he had spoken. 
Several hundred more persons attend- 
.C.F. meeting 
being estimated at 2,250 persons. 
Enthusiasm at the rally was so great 
that those present contributed more 
than $1,000 in cash and pledges. 

“Throughout British Columbia I 
found conditions extremely bad. There 
is hardly a district where run-down 
farms, broken fences and abandoned 
clearing operations do not bear evid- 
ence of the farmers’ discouragement. 


-Tons of fruit were left to rot in orchards, 


tons more piled from trucks on mount- 
ain sides. In-no branch of agriculture 
did I find any evidence of well-being. 

“The C.C.F. Movement I found 
well organized and active in every 
district. Federal election organization 
has already been completed in the 
majority of B.C. constituencies. The 
movement means business in that 
Province and expects to win a large 
number of seats.’” 


try. This is a matter for the tactical 
consideration of the Liberal party’s 
general staff: Another point which 
might strengthen the opinion that 
next autumn would be a favorable 
time to have an election is that despite 
the continuous rumblings from foreign 
countries, there now seems to be the 
ponaibitty of at least a breathing spell 
rom the immediate danger of war. 

The new trade treaty with the 
United States would be an important 
talking point for government sup- 
orters, and achievements of this 
ind should be used as_ political 
ammunition before the novelty has 
worn off. Otherwise their effectiveness 
as political powder is diminished. 
Portents certainly seem to point pretty 
certainly although not at all con- 
clusively to an election next autumn. 
There have been an unusually large 
number of cabinet meetings here 
recently. The cause ‘has. been the 
need of getting prospective govern- 
ment legislation in order for the 
session.

‘‘All honor to Bracken for taking 


this one step among thousands . . . 

that will have to be taken to impress 
upon the Government and the people 
of all Canada the tragedy of ruin that 
is facing the Western Canadian wheat 
growers,” writes Jack Sutherland, in 


the story of the Winnipeg Conference. 


on Farm Problems which we publish 
in this issue. 

We join in the tribute. The Confer- 

ence is the first of its kind which has 
been held in the West, and it will 
serve, we believe, to impress upon 
Canadians in official and unofficial 
positions throughout the Dominion 
the fact that the problem of Western 
agriculture is of vital concern to all 
Canada. 
"Will it do. any good?” asks Mr. 
Sutherland, and answers with a con- 
ditional affirmative—the conditions of 
which we believe are in process of ful- 
fillment. 

The United States Government, as 
one of: its administrative officials re- 
vealed to the Conference, has placed 
the financial resources of the nation 
behind the agricultural industry in a 
manner without precedent—because 
the situation among the farm people 
is without precedent. It is wise in 
doing so. Its action is a recognition of 
the fact that to save agriculture from 
disaster is a primary concern of the 
nation. 

That, of course, has been recognized 
to some extent this season by the 
Canadian Government, in the setting 
of a minimum price for wheat—though 
the price set was much less than enough 
to provide the farmer with a reason- 
able return for labor and investment. 

The discussions which are taking 
place at the conference as we go to 
press are of the utmost importance. 
The varied approaches to the subject 
of the rehabilitation of agriculture, 
by different speakers, .are evidence 
of the complex nature. of the problems 
to be solved. ‘The expert knowledge 
which is being examined and sifted 
should form an important contribution 
to. their solution. 

We hope that when the Conference 
is concluded, as it will be before this 
issue reaches our readers, decisions will 
have been made that the Govern- 
ment of Canada will be persuaded to 
implement; that the way will have 


beeh, pointed to a really foeniideile 
attack, nationally and internationally, 
upon this major problem with which 
the Dominion, in common with other 
countries chiefly dependent upon prim- 
ary production, is now confronted.

A MISTAKEN POLICY 


We regret that it should become 
necessary for us to differ with some of 
our old comrades of the Great War, 
who are today organized in the Can- 
adian Corps Association, upon an im- 
portant issue of public policy. 

Recently the Calgary branch of the 
Association has been appealing to 
Ottawa to ban from Canada_period- 
icals published in the United States 
which contain severe criticism of the 
British Government. The magazine 
Ken was singled out as presumably 
the worst offender. 

But the Griticism of the foreign 
policy which we have read in a con- 
siderable number of United States 
publications, including Ken, is by no 
means more severe than the criticism 
offered in Britain by Winston Churchill 
and many other leading Conservatives, 
not to mention Vernon Bartlett, the 
publicist who recently won such a 
striking victory in the Bridgewater 
by-election. 

In regard to this point, the reply 
has been made that while attacks on 
the British Government by British 


writers and speakers should not be 


banned, such attacks, published in 
another country, should not be made 
available to Canadian readers. 

But isn’t that just what Hitler 
thinks, and is it not the Nazi technique 
to bar from Germany great news- 
papers like the Manchester Guardian, 


which have ventured to criticise Nazi 


policies? 
Criticism of a Government ~in -the: 


foreign press may be a healthy factor 


in the correcting of mistakes. Even if 
in some cases, criticism may be unfair 
(for our own ‘part we think the disast- 
ous policy of “retreat’’ has been on the 
whole too tenderly dealt with), it is 
better for the people of Britain and 
those of Canada to be able to find out 
what others have to say, than to’ be 
sealed in complacent ihtellectual isola- 
tion. 

And when the critics are our good 
friends of the United States, the argu- 
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ment for free intellectual intercourse 
is doubly potent. 


A PARABLE FOR. TODAY 


Wars openly waged by aggressor 
states on other people’s soil, and the 
campaigns of hatred and racial per- 
secution which have recently been 
intensified, have created for the peoples 
who enjoy comparative freedom under 
democratic institutions, many difficult 
problems. : 

What couse of action shall they 
take in the present period of emerg- 
ency? They are faced by difficulties 
of their own; they are, we believe 
quite legitimately, opposed to any 
general policy of immigration which 
might intensify these difficulties. 

Nevertheless, Canadians, like other 
peoples, have certain responsibilities 
before the world. They cannot look 
on unmoved at what is taking place— 
and emotion without action tends to 
be mere futile sentimentalism. 

Whatever the difficulties may be— 
and we. know they are great—we 
suggest that they should be approached 
in the spirit of a parable which is now 
nineteen hundred years old—a parable 
which has influenced the conduct of 


countless numbers of people who re-- 


ject religious orthodoxy, as well as 
the conduct of those who accept it. 
The parable follows: 

A certain man went down 
from Jerusalem to J ericho, and fell 
among thieves, which stripped him of 
his raiment, and wounded him, and 
departed, leaving him half dead. 

“And by chance there came down 
a certain priest that way; and when 
he saw him, he passed by on the other 
side. 

“And likewise a Levite, when he 
was at the place, came and looked on 
him, and passed by on the other side. 

“But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was; and 
when he saw him, he had compassion 
on him, 

“And went to him, and bound up 
his wounds, poyring in oil and wine, 
and set him his own beast, and 
brought him to an inn, and took care 
of him. . 

‘‘And on the morrow when he de- 
parted, he took out two pence, and 
gave them to the host, and said unto 
him, Take care of him; and whatso- 
ever thou spendest more, when I come 
again, I will repay thee. 

“Which now of these three, thinkest 
thou, was neighbour unto him that 
fell among the thieves?

our products and drive down prices

set them ”’ 
Shrinkage of $750,000,000 

Since 1930, he added, the Western 
wheat growers had received $750,000,- 
000 less for their wheat than in the 
preceding ten years. Because of the 
prospect of a world carry-over of 
more than 1,000,000,000 bushels next 
July 31st, the trend of production 
would not be so important a factor 
in the situation next year as would 
otherwise have been the case. The 
large surplus and lessened demand 
spelled low, prices for Canada and other 
exporting nations. ; 

e appealed against the adoption 
of any defeatist attitude. ‘If a right 
solution of this problem is arrived at, 
there will be much wealth and much 
greater opportunity gained for Can- 
ada—and not only something to be 
saved for the prairies,’’ he said. 

Calls for Fixed World Price 
Declaring that nothing short of an 
international wheat agreement fixing 
a world price and quotas can meet 
the present emergency, J. H. Wesson, 
President ofgthe Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool, said that neither importing nor 


‘exporting countries wanted cheap 


wheat. Supply could be made to meet 
demand only-by world quotas. 

It was not practical to’ reduce 
world wheat acreage, even if agreement 
could be reached, Mr Wesson con- 
tended, since such a solution did not 
take crop hazards into account. There 
would have been a world wheat famine 
in 1937 if the advice in that direction 
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given in 1931 had been followed. He 
added: mee 


“The world wheat producer and the’ 


industrialist Gependent-on=the wheat 


growers’ prosperity cannot wait for 


expansion of world trade to solve the 


trouble, because they will go down’ 


in chaos long before that.’ 
Export Trade Essentiai 


Stressing the “absolute necessity’ 
for a large export trade in wheat if 
the prairies were to maintain them- 
selves, H. L. Griffin of the United 
Grain Growers, Limited, said that 
Canada could not afford to make 
sacrifices to enable the domestic 
policy of a wealthy country such as 
the United States to function. She 
should not, he declared, enter into any 
arrangement which would sanction 
the policy of subsidized dumping. 

Over a five-year period, Mr. Griffin 
said the reasonable expectation was 
that there would be annual yields 
of 15 to 16 bushels per acre, meaning 
western crops totalling from 375,000,- 
000 to 400,000,000 bushels of ‘wheat 
for the prairies. Production elsewhere 
in Canada totalled about 30,000,000 
bushels. Altogether consumption in 
Canada totalled about 125,000,000 
bushels. 

In view of the fact that any reduc- 
tion of wheat production in Western 
Canada would be as dangerous to 
British defence as to the economic 
structure of Canada itself, Mr. Griffin 
believed some emergency arrangement 
might be made with the Government 
of the United Kingdom under which 
Canada would maintain a :reservoir 
of 100,000,000 bushels, the United 
Kingdom agreeving to buy 100,000,000 
passe a year for five years at $1 per 

ushel. 


Advertising High Quality 

More extensive advertising of the 
superior quality of ;Canadian wheat 
was one means by which markets 
might be increased, urged Mr. Griffin, 
who also pointed out that its use of 
stock feeding could do something to 
improve the situation. He also stressed 
the importance of the establishment 
of a wheat institute. 

Optimism was urged by W. Sanford 
Evans of the. Winnipeg statistical 
service, on the ground that world 
population was constantly increasing. 


For this reason there was no need to 
WOIry. 


That the number of persons bene-- 


fitting from Canadian national tariffs 
was smaller than the population of 
Western Canada, was pointed out 
by Major H. G. L. Strange, of the 
Searle Grain Company. -He said that 
wheat production costs were 37 per 
cent higher than before the war. The 


total population of Canada concerned 2! 


in manufacturing and industry was 

28 per cent, he said, and not all of 

these enjoyed benefits from the tariff. 
Urges Permanent Seed. Reserve 


Hon. D. B. Mullen, Alberta Minister 
of Agriculture, urged that wheat be 
pegged at 87-1/2 cents, and said that 
instead of being allowed to sell all 
their wheat, farmers should be com- 
pelled to retain a permanent reserve 
sufficient to meet seed requirements 
for at least two seasons. This would 
save the Dominion Government enough 
money to enable it to pay the additional 
7-1/2 cents. 

mong speakers of the day were 
Dr. W. - Macintosh of Queen’s 
University, who declared that full 
employment in Canada would not be 
established until the prairies regained 
a profitable relationship to world 
markets, and Dr. C. Wilson, of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, who 
said that high guality and strict 
grading would lead to a special over- 
seas demand for a large part of the 
prairie wheat, regardless of world 
supply.

National Agricultural Policy 


The following resolution, involving 
the question of a national policy for 
Canadian agriculture, was passed. 

Resolved that we fully endorse the 
findings and recommendations of the 
Sydney Conference, as outlined here- 
under, and hereby pledge our support 
of and to the Canadian Chamber of 
Agriculture in its endeavor to imple- 
ment these recommendations in the 
Dominion of Canada; and recommend 
to our board of directors that such 
physical and financial support be 
made available as may be considered 
necessary to enable the Chamber of 
Agriculture to function efficiently in 
this important endeavor in the inter- 
ests of Canadian agriculture. 

(a) Acceptance of the -order of 

preference established at the Ottawa 
Conference, namely that the local 
producer is entitled to first place, and 
foreign procutors third place. 
(b) cceptance of the necessity 
cee es for securing the expansion of Dominion 
pinenmnenserssninanrweer ttn oe supplies of agricultural products to 
the United Kingdom market so far 
as is economically- possible. 

(c) Acceptance of the need for 
orderly marketing of Empire agri- 
cultural products in order to maintain 


continuity of supplies and to prevent 
avoidable gluts. 


Commodity Councils 


(d) Approval of the recommenda- 
tion that producers’ organizations 
throughout the Empire 'should co- 
operate to establish commodity coun- 
cils, producer controlled and financed, 
along the lines of the present Empire 
Beef Council and International Beef 
Conference now in operation under 
the United Kingdom Livestock In- 
dustry Act, 1937. 

(e) Approval of the function of 
such commodity councils when estab- 
lished, namely, to assist and advise 
in connection with the regulation of 
the flow of supplies of agricultural 
products to the United Kingdom. 

(f) Approval of the recommenda- 
tion that when such commodity 
councils are established they shall 
take the necessary steps to institute 
a continuing survey of conditions 
affecting available supplies and mar- 
kets in Imperial and foreign countries 
and, in consultation with Empire 
governments take the necessary action 
to assist in extending existing markets 
and the creation of new markets in

Having learned from the advance 
copies of Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain’s speech to the Foreign’ Press 
Association on Tuesday evening that 
it included some mild criticism of 
Nazi press attacks on Lord Baldwin, 
the German press representatives sent 
their ‘‘regrets’’ at the last moment, 
(The former British prime minister 
had broadcast an appeal for aid. for 
European refugees and had been sub- 
sequently referred to in one German 
paper as a “guttersnipe.’’)

Anthony..Eden has been the object 
of virulent attack by the Nazi press 
for his New York speech, in which he 


said that Great Britain would stand 


firm for democracy in a ‘“‘ruthless 


and challenging world.’ ° 

In addition to the roads that are 
to be built eastward through Czech- 
oslovakia, for Nazi military purposes, 
a pipeline is planned to bring Ruman- 
ian oil to Germany--which would 
make the Nazis independent of pos- 
sible naval blockade. 

Reinforcements of tanks, planes 
and guns from Germany and Italy 
are being.assembled in Fascist terri- 
tory in Spain, preparatory to Franco’s 
winter drive; it is also reported from 
Paris that troops are being massed 
near the French border. 

Poland, one of the friends of Czech- 
oslovakia who failed her in the Sept- 
ember crisis, is now in turn subjected 
to Nazi pressure. The Ukrainian 
minority is being encouraged to de- 
mand autonomy, and through a Ger- 
man radio station anti-Polish propa- 
ganda is daily poured into the country. 

Chinese counter offensives have 
resulted in recapture from the Jap- 
anese invaders of almost all territory 
in Hunan Province that had been lost, 
and of considerable territory north 
of Hankow. Chinese guerillas of the 
“Eighth Army” have also inflicted 
heavy losses on Japanese forces in 
Shansi Province. 7 


Following clamor of Italian press 
and Italian and local demonstrations 
for the French-held Tunisia and Cor- 
sica (countered by ironic French 
student demonstrations for Venice 
and Sardinia) and for a greater share 
in control of the Suez canal, a new 
Italian demand is for entry to jothigpia 
through French Somaliland. 

A slight relaxing of anti-Semitic 
regulations is announced from Berlin, 


and it is suggested that as foreign 


exchange atcumulates, ‘‘to meet the 
costs of their emigration,” the Nazi 
authorities will permit Jews to leave 
the country. This concession is thought 
to be due to world-wide indignation 


and consequent falling off of German _.

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| AMENDMENTS: TO DEBT 


ADJUSTMENT ACT 


By HON. J. E. BROWNLEE, K.C., 
LL.D. 


A considerable amount of confusion 
by an amendment to 
the Debt Adjustment Act passed at 
the special session of the Legislature 
recently held’ Many think this had 


~ the éffect of invalidating all the~re- 


newal agreements that have, been 
signed in favor of Mortgage Com- 
panies this last year. This is not the 
case. The only effect of the amend- 
ment is to invalidate any agreement 
signed_by a resident debtor by which 
he waives or agrees to forego his rights 
under the Debt Adjustment Act. 
Very few renewal agreements contain 
such a clause. The amendment simply 


. makes it clear that the Debt Adjust- 


ment. Act is one for the protection of 
the debtor, the terms of which he 
cannot waive for the benefit of any 
creditor. 


Answers to Enquiries 


Expropriation of Land for Road 


M.J.V.—No, A cannot compel B 
directly to allow him enough land for 
a road to give access to A’s land. I 
suggest that the proper procedure is 
for A to apply to the Council of his 
Municipal District, or to the proper 
department of the Provincial Govern- 
ment if he lives in an Improvement 
District, to have steps taken to pro- 


> vide a road so as to give access to his 


land. Provision is made in the proper 
Statutes by which, if necessary, land 
can be expropriated for a road of this 
kind although the person, benefitting 
may have to’pay the necessary costs. 


Debt to S.5.B. 


G.E.W.—To the extent that may 
be necessary the Soldier Settlement 
Board can hold the security which 
they now have until you have paid 
up the full amount which you owe the 
Board. In actual practice the Board 
would probably first realize on the 
quarter section against which they 
made the loan and would only rely 
upon the other security to the extent 
that they might not realize sufficient 
from the sale of the quarter to pay up 
their loan in full. It is possible that 
an application to the Board of Review 
under the Farmers’ Creditors Arrange- 
ment Act would be of some assistance 
to you in securing an adjustment of 
the amount due the Soldier Settlement 
Board if you believe that this has 
accumulated to an unreasonable ex- 
tent. I would suggest that you at 
least discuss the matter with the 
Official Receiver in your District. 


Collection of Small Debt 


A.I.—To commence proceedings in 
the Small Debt Court it is necessary 
to issue a Statement of Claim and 

ay a fee of seventy-five cents. The 
Biakomant of Claim can be served by 
registered mail. There is a further fee 
of twenty-five cents for entering judg- 
ment if necessary. The maximum 
amount you can collect from the other 
side by way of costs is ten per cent 
of the claim’if the action is contested 
plus the” actual disbursements as 
above stated. As it is highly improb- 
able that any solicitor would act for 
such a small fee you would probably 
have to pay an additional amount 
for collection costs. It might be well 
for you to see a Magistrate or Justice 
of the Peace in your district to see 
if your account could be collected for 
less money either under the Master 
and Servants Act or the Small Debts 
Procedure Act. 

Running Horses.on Shares 

H.F.W.G.—I regret that I do not 
understand your enquiry. If you 
are asking if there is any form of con- 
tract for running horses on a share 


basis, I do not know of any printed 
form which would be available. The 
contract: would have to be prepared 
on the basis of the terms agreed upon 
by the patties in each individual case. 


Action Would Be Necessary 

D.R.—The facts concerning your 
marriage are so involved: and raise 
such difficult questions at law includ- 
ing the position of children born since 
the marriage that it would be impossible 
to deal with them in the space available 
in this colume. You would in any event 
have to bring an action in court, the 
results of which in any opinion I can 
form. from—your letter would-be doubt- 
ul.. I recommend that you see a 
lawyer who can obtain all-:the facts 
and carefully consider the legal points 
involved. 

Citizen’s Papers 

A.C.—Apparently you can obtain 
your citizen’s papers by paying. an 
additional $7.50. If you are dissatisfied 
with your lawyer’s charges you can 
ask him to have his bill taxed by the 
clerk of the court, who will examine 
the account and say whether it is a 
reasonable bill.~

Dear Farm Women: 


I have been plucking turkeys all day. 
Possibly that is why I am at the 
moment so willing to agree with a 
man who wrote my husband regarding 
the “‘Ballyhoo,” as he termed it, of 
an article in a recent number of this 
paper regarding the advantage of 
marketing grain by way of poultry. 
Also it is probably a poor evening to 
‘try and check up the arithmetic in the 
article. 

In any case, as some of you may 
have overlooked it, the General Man- 
id of the Selling Agencies of the 

anitoba Poultry Pool, states that 


that it takes approximately four 
pounds of grain to grow a pound of 
turkey meat. He suggests that we 
use a ration of one-third each of wheat, 
oats and barley. He then figures that 
by so doing the farmers of the Western 
Provinces might reasonably expect 
to realize approximately $2.50 per 
bushel for their wheat, 90 cents for 
—— barley and 80 cents for their 
oats.

grains so marketed. It was ‘‘exclusive 
of time and labor.’”’ That I suppose 
he ‘would rate at a very low amount 
in any case, for the average turkey 


flock is cared for by the women on the 


farm and their time in these valuable 
statistics which are from time to time 
compiled is not usually rated at any 


” commercial value. 


We shall forget all the work involved 
and agree to reckon it of no cash value. 
We shall forget the innumerable times 
we have hurried out to feed the poults; 
we shall forget the times we have 
chased them from places they should 
not frequent; we shall forget the times 
we have later chased them to stubble 
fields when that became a pleasure 
because of the beautiful sheen of; the 
feathers in the morning sun, we shall 
forget all the language we have used 
on them from time to time; forget 
dressing day, and lump all the work 
in that little phrase. 

We may agree to allow that we 
who take more grain to feed our 
turkeys do not do it in a scientific 
manner and are not making the most 
of the feed we give them.

While the Manitoba Manager lumps 
the farmers of Western Canada to- 
gether in what they might get for their 
grains so marketed, and while the 
Manitoba Pool may give, as he states 
it, at a.conservative estimate sixteen 
cents per pound net, we in Alberta 
are not receiving that. Probably by 
the time the grader comes and goes 
over out lot, I shall want to use 
stronger language than ‘‘Ballyhoo” 
in reference to the articles. With 
the best of care, I do not think anyone 
can reckon on all the flock going ‘‘A’’.

British Market for Bacon

OTTAWA, Dec. 14th.—‘“‘I don’t 
know of anyone who has been hurt— 
this is borne out by the fact that 
there have been practically no com- 

laints,’? declared Hon. W. D, Euler, 

inister of Trade and Commerce, 
speaking here of the new trade agree- 
ments signed by Britain, the United 
States and Canada. He stated that 
no Canadian interest had been preju- 
diced. 
_ .No_ change had been made in the 
preferential market Canada had en- 
joyed for its bacon, although the 
United States quota had been increased 
from 400,000 cwt. to 500,000 cwt. 
This increased competition from the 
United States, said Mr. Euler, is not 


“ expected to injure Canadian sales, 


however, since the quality of Canadian 
bacon is steadily improving and is 
finding new favor in the British market. 
In addition, Canada had never been 
able to fill her quota on the British 
market. 

Both bacon and apples, as well as 
various other products, including fruit 
and vegetables and cereals, would 
continue to find a widening market in 
the British Isles, the Minister believed.

| World Wheat Situation | 


From the ist of August to the 2nd 
of December Canadian wheat exports 
totalled 66,198,790 bushels. This is 
28,112,117 bushels over the exports 
during the same period a year ago. 
This would appear to be an encourag- 
ing increase, but it must be remember- 
ed that the Canadian crop last year 
was very small, only 182,410,000 
bushels, while the crop this year is 
348,100,000. 

The statistics show that total sup- 
plies available for export for the crop 
year were 268,511,171 bushels. That 
figure is arrived at in this ‘fashion:

Four Heaviest Months 


It should be remembered that the 
first four months of the crop year, 
from August to November, inclusive, 
are usually Canada’s heaviest wheat 
exporting months, as her crop is 
harvested and supplies are rapidly 
pushed into export during that period. 
After the turn of the year competition 
is usually very keen from the southern 
hemisphere. This year it is obvious 
that Argentina is going to be a heavy 
exporter and Australia will have a 
considerable surplus for sale abroad 
too. There is going to be keen com- 
petition for a limited market during 
the winter months. 

If Canada can export 150 million 
bushels during the year the carryover 
will be around 118 million bushels. 
This is a comparatively heavy volume 
of wheat to carry into the new crop 
year, but even at that it is approxi- 
mately 92 million bushels less than the 
record Canadian carryover of 1933. 

Private estimates recently issued 
on the United States wheat situation 
were of a ‘“‘bullish” character. The 
average of the estimates of the area 
sown to winter wheat was 46,778,000 
acres, a decrease of 18 per cent com- 
pared with last year, while the pro- 
duction estimates averaged 523,750,000 
bushels, compared with 688,458,000 
harvested last year. There is con- 
tinued lack of moisture in the United 
States grain belt and advices on the 
winter wheat area are pessimistic.

Cold Branding 


G.W.F.—Could you tell me through 
the veterinary department how to 
brand stock and particularly horses? 
I want to use the new method of brand- 
ing with acid. I understand that quite 
a few are branding that way in the 
south now. I believe the hair is clipped 
vee ae the brand is written on with 
acid. 

Ans.—There is. a cold branding 
liquid on the market that can be had 
from veterinary supply houses with 
full directions for using. This has been 
used to some extent but does not seem 
to give as good satisfaction as the 
Hot Iron Branding. 


Encephalomyelitis—Also Bots 

‘‘Vespucio’”’ Veteran.—(a) Living 
about 80 miles from a qualified Vet- 
erinary Surgeon I would like to know 
what would be a good remedy_or pre- 
scription to try on ‘a _ horse with 
Encephalomyelitis? 

(b) What would be the dose for 
bots of Carbon Bisulphide? To be given 
with a syringe what portion of mineral 
oil should be used? Would this be 
better if given in a capsule? 

Ans.—(a) There is no specific treat- 
ment for Encephalomyelitis. It is 
much better to prevent this disease 
by using Chick Vaccine, which should 
be used during April or May. This 
Chick Vaccine has been proven to give 
100 per cent immunity. 

(b) The dose of Carbon Bisulphide 
for horses is six drams, given in a 
capsule.

so of necessity they fight the Co- 
operative movement with the only 
weapon at their disposal, viz., Capital; 
but they are realising a fact which 
you and I know full well—they are 
fighting a losing battle. No aggre- 
gation of mere capital is as powerful 
as your patronage—withhold your 
patronage and their capital is useless. 

Does it not seem absurd to cry out 
to high heaven in protest against a 
system and at the same time remain 
its only prop? If those who support 
the profit system would but see it 
in the right light, they could almost 
over-night blot the system out, thus 
ridding the dairying industry of the 
means whereby capital consigns them 
to everlasting slavery. 

Every can of cream shipped to a 
line company helps to bolster its 
resources and delays to a _ certain 


extent our economic emancipation” 


Each of Our business transactions tells 
the tale of how we are casting our 
economic ballot. Thefe is no secrecy 
in this ballot box: We are either 
helping to keep in existence the profit 
system, or that system that operates 
for service at cost.
